Living Costs 
Unchanged 
In September 
WASHINGTON W —The gov­ 
ernment reported today that 
living costs remained unchang­ 
ed in September. At the same 
time, earnings of factory work­ 
ers rose to a record level. 
It was the second straight 
month that living costs, after a 
steady two-year climb, failed 
to rise. In August there was a 
slight decline. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said its living cost index 
was unchanged in September 
from the August level of 123.7 
per cent of the 1947-49 base pe­ 
riod. 
Factory worker earnings, af­ 
ter deducting federal income 
and social security taxes, rose 
to $77.25 a week in September 
for the worker with three de­ 
pendents, and to $69.80 for the 
single worker. Both spendable 
earning f i g u r e s represented 
record highs. They were both 
about 65 cents above August 
levels and about $1.80 per week 
above the figures for Septem­ 
ber last year.

Richardson Bay late yester­ 
day yielded the body of Eric 
Raison, 25, third victim of a

Raison’s body, upright with 
the feet caught in the mud, 
was discovered by Wolfgang E. 
Schlittgen of 22 Beach drive, 
San Rafael, a San Francisco au­ 
tomobile salesman

boating on the bay in his cruis­ 
er. It was brought to the sur­ 
face by the Coast Guard, called 
by Sausalito Police Chief Louis 
P. Mountanos, Deputy Coroner 
Harold Keaton identified it as 
Raison’s

from 
papers 
found in the clothing. 


NEAR CRASH SITE 
The discovery was near the 
spot where the plane in which 
Raison was flying with Morgan 
J. Erlick Jr., 23, of San Fran­ 
cisco plunged into the bay, af­ 
ter a mid-air collision with a 
plane in which Douglas 
C. 
Gladstone, 27. also of San Fran­ 
cisco, was flying solo. The bod­ 
ies of Erlick and Gladstone 
were recovered late Friday. 


Raison was an instructor for 
Commodore A v i a t i o n . The 
other two were students. Rob­ 
ert Law of Commodore said it 
was not known whether Raison 
or his student was at the con­ 
trols when the planes collided 
as both were descending to 
land in the Commodore slip at 
the bay’s edge. 


Chief Mountanos said Rai­ 
son’s body was discovered at 
low tide, and 
had probably 
been missed in the earlier 
search because the tide was 
higher then. 


MILL VALLEY RESIDENT 
Raison, 
a 
Canadian, 
had 
been a Commcdore instructor 
for six months. Alice Law, co­ 
owner of Commodore, said Rai­ 
son had been living at 190 
Edgewood avenue, Mill Valley, 
at the time of his death. Until 
six weeks ago, he had lived at 
the Casa Madrona Hotel in Sau­ 
salito, and it was thought at 
first that he had moved from 
there to Marin City. He was 
single. 


The body was taken to Kea­ 
ton’s Mortuary in San Rafael, 
where an autopsy was per­ 
formed today.

BANNED IN SOVIET 
Nobel Prize Goes Chiang Vows No 


To Russ Writer 
Mainland 


Combined AP & I ’PI 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden — So­ 
viet writer Boris Pasternak, 
whose novel “Dr. Zhivago” is 
still banned in Russia, won the 
1958 Nobel Prize in literature 
today. 
Pasternak, 67, 
is 
the first 
Russian living in Russia to win 
the literature prize, but it was 
uncertain whether he will be 
able to come here to receive 
his $41,250 award Dec. 10. 
Considered Russia’s leading 
non-conformist writer, Paster­ 
nak was cited for his “import­ 
ant achievements in contemp­ 
orary lyrical poetry and in the 
field of the great Russian epic 
tradition,” by the Swedish Aca­ 
demy of Literature. 
FIRST ANNOUNCED 
The literature award to Pas­ 
ternak was the first of the 1958 
Nobel Prizes to be announced. 
Prize winners in chemistry, 
physics and medicine will be 
announced 
next 
week. 
The 
Peace Prize winner, 
if any 
award is made, will be named 
later. 
“Dr. Zhivago,” first publish­ 
ed in its entirety in Italy, de­ 
scribes nearly four decades of 
Russian life. It has been pub­ 
lished in 18 countries, but has 
yet to make a complete appear­ 
ance in the Communist world. 
A few installments of the book 
appeared in the Soviet monthly 
Znamya, but publication was 
halted 
abruptly 
when 
t h e 
Kremlin banned the book. 
NO RUSS COMMENT 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
comment from the Russian Em­ 
bassy. During the day officials 
of the embassy declined even 
to issue Pasternak's 
age 
or 
birth place. 
Considered by some 
critics 
as the greatest living poet writ­ 
ing in the Russian language, 
Pasternak despaired of publish­ 
ing creative writing of his own 
under Stalin and for years de­ 
voted himself to translations 
of 
such 
foreign 
classics 
as 
Goethe and Shakespeare. 
“Doctor Zhivago” — u p o n 
which he had been working 
quietly for 10 years—was com­ 
pleted in 1956 during the de- 
Stalinization period of compar­ 
ative freedom for writers. But 
to make certain it was pub­ 
lished, he sent it abroad by a 
friend in Italy. It was publish­ 
ed in the United States last 
month. 
700 PAGE BOOK 
The 700-page book has for its 
hero Yuri Andreyevich Zhiv­ 
ago, a wealthy doctor and writ­ 
er who tells, through literary 
bits he left behind, of the his­ 
tory of Russia in this century. 
Critics have hailed its sweep­ 
ing breadth and placed it in 
the tradition of Tolstoy’s “War 
and Peace.” 
In an obvious 
attempt 
to 
forestall Soviet criticism, Dr. 
Anders Oesterling, permanent 
secretary of the Swedish Aca­ 
demy of Literature, said the 
author’s writing is “high above 
all political 
party 
frontiers.” 
Other members of the academy 
said they viewed “Doctor Zhiv­ 
ago” as one of the great philos- 
sophical novels of our time.

bodily injury is punishable with 
death; provided, however, in

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. -.fl 
— The Army today called off a 
sky search for the mysterious­ 
ly missing plastic balloon satel­ 
lite it launched here last night. 
Camera tracking s t a t i o n s 
were ordered to cease search 
for the satellite at 1 a m., two 
and one-half hours after the 
apparently successful launch­ 
ing. 
Dr. Jack Froehlich, head of 
the launching team of scien­ 
tists, said at a 9:30 a.m. news 
conference that his team had 
been unable to determine pre­ 
cisely what went wrong, but 
there had been some difficul­ 
ties with the upper stages of 
the Jupiter-C launching rocket 
and the attempt to put a 12- 
foot diameter sphere into orbit 
had been “less than success­ 
ful.” 
TRACKED BY RADIO 
Froehlich said the satellite 
vehicle was tracked by radio j 
for seven or eight minutes af­ 
ter the 10:21 launching last 
night. 
He said this should have tak­ 
en it past the time that the sec­ 
ond stage would have ignited 
if the rocket performed prop­ 
erly. 
“We 
cannot 
say 
anything 
about what happened because 
we do not have the necessary 
information,” Froehlich said. 
“Our tracking 
data 
shows 
that the Redstone first stage 
went to the right position at 
the right time and the right 
velocity. The propulsion and 
booster system and guidance 
were functioning normally. 
SOMETHING WENT WRONG 
“Something directly related 
to the high speed upper stages 
of the rocket went wrong.” 
Froelich said the satellite- 
bearing 
missile 
might 
have 
burned up in the atmosphere 
or might have dropped into the 
ocean. 
It was a disheartening end 
to an 
ambitious project for 
hurling into an 18,000-m.p.h. 
orbit around the earth an ob­ 
ject which would be visible to 
the unaided human eye at dis­ 
tances up to 1,500 miles. 
By tracking it from observa­ 
tion 
points 
in 
many 
lands, 
scientists had hoped to learn 
much about the mysteries of 
that remote area where the 
earth’s atmosphere ends and 
interplantetary space begins. 
D. D. Wyatt, top representa­ 
tive of the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration, 
said the attempt to launch a 
large collapsible sphere was so 
important that it p r o b a b l y 
would be repeated.

NEW YORK W—’Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon pledged 
the Eisenhower administration 
today to support new efforts to 
broaden the field of civil rights. 
Nixon, here to campaign for 
the New York GOP ticket, call­ 
ed in a statem ent for the elec­ 
tion of Rep. Kenneth Keating 
to the Senate. He depicted this 
as a step toward destroying con­ 
trol of Congress’ machinery by 
anti-civil rights Democrats. 
Striking out on his own in a 
field where President Eisen­ 
hower has proceeded cautious­ 
ly, Nixon gave this outline of 
the “positive aims” of the na­ 
tional GOP administration:

We 
do not recognize first-class citi­ 
zenship and second-class citi­ 
zenship.” 
Nixon gave no indication that 
he had consulted Eisenhower 
before issuing the statement. 
But his action was interpreted 
as another sign he is taking 
over political leadership in last- 
round efforts to turn the tide 
that seems rolling toward in­ 
creased Democratic strength in 
Congress.

Any Split Is In GOP, 


Not Demos, Says HST 


NEW YORK (tf) — Former 
President Harry S. Truman, 
blasting back again at political 
remarks of President Eisenhow­ 
er, said today that if there is 
any party split it is among the 
Republicans and not the Dem­ 
ocrats. 


His reference was to an Ei­ 
senhower assertion in Chicago 
last night that the Democratic 
Party is so badly split it is two 
distinct parties.

Truman reiterated his con­ 
tention that Eisenhower had 
surrendered to the Commu­ 
nists, in effect, to halt the con­ 
flict. 


_^That’s what caused all his 
troubles in the Near East and 
the Far East, too,” Truman 
said. “They are now paying 
the fiddler.”

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Chiang-Dulles Split On Long-Haul Issues Still Unsettled 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
joint communique issued by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
D u l l e s 
and 
Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek was viewed in 
diplomatic circles here today 
as a compromise document in 
which each side made some 
gestures to accommodate the 
other.

ties said it appeared obvious 
that the two men had not 
reached agreement on long­ 
term policy differences but 
had patched up the present 
Sino-American 
partnership 
for continuation of the anti­ 
communist struggle for the 
time being. 


It was noted that the com­ 
munique said the defense of 


Quemoy and Matsu was tied in 
with the defense of Formosa 
“under present conditions.” 


This reaffirm ed the A meri­ 
can intent to help Chiang hold 
the offshore islands so long as 
they are under direct attack 
or threat of attack by the Chi­ 
nese Reds. 
Diplomats noted, however, 
that by limiting this tieup to 


I “present conditions” the Com­ 
munique left President Eisen­ 
hower and Dulles free to di­ 
vorce the two questions if con­ 
ditions changed. 


The 
American 
officials 
have made it clear in the 
past that they would like to 
achieve some disengagement 
with respect to the offshore 
islands if and when the situa­ 


tion seemed favorable for at­ 
taining such an objective. 


The communique’s wording 
was regarded as having pro­ 
vided an escape hatch for the 
United States in this respect. 
On the other hand, Chiang 
succeded in getting Dulles to 
agree to wording which states 
that the government of the Re­ 
public of China “considers that 


restoration of freedom to its 
people on the mainland is its 
sacred mission.” 


This would appear design­ 
ed to take some of the sting 
out of Dulles’ Sept. 30 news 
conference in which he stat­ 
ed that Chiang’s return to

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We'll Not Get Better Chance 
To Enlarge Marin General 


There seems to be no arument at 
all but that eventually we must enlarge 
Marin General Hospital. Some people, 
however, might argue that now is not 
the time. Let's look at such an argu­ 
ment in view of Measure B on which 
you will vote Nov. 4. 


Measure 
B 
calls 
for issuance of 
$950,000 in bonds to build a $2,386,830 
hospital addition. On the face of it, that 
appears to be a pretty good bargain— 
and it is. The state and federal govern­ 
ments, under the Hill-Burton program, 
will put up the rest of the money. This 
is just about the most for our money 
that we can ever expect to get. 


But do we actually need the extra 
hospital beds? 
Hospital officials say 
that 100 or more patients were turned 
away each month so far this year. This 
does not mean that many of them did 
not find hospitalization in Marin. Many 
went to other private hospitals. 


But it does show that the hospital is 
crowded NOW. 
And yet the new hos­ 
pital addition can not be completed for 
three years or more. In a growing coun­ 
ty like Marin, delay could cause a criti­ 
cal bed shortage. 


Further, Marin General already has 
increased its capacity from its regular 
104 beds to more than 120. 
This has 
been done by doubling up where possi­ 
ble, eliminating certain hospital facili­ 


ties to make more bed space and in 
general cutting down the efficiency of 
the hospital's operation. 


If the new addition is built, part of 
the added space will be used to put the 
existing portion of the hospital back in 
optimum operation. 


Will the two private hospitals suffer 
from a new addition as they did when 
the hospital first opened? 
This is the 
first time hospital bonds have been pro­ 
posed that the private hospitals have not 
openly and actively opposed the bonds. 
Partly this may be due to assurances of 
the Marin General directors that the 
new bed space will be opened by incre­ 
ments so that they will not jeopardize 
the other hospitals. 
Another reason 
may be that a goodly part of the en­ 
largement will result in added maternity 
and pediatric facilities at Marin Gen­ 
eral. The two hospitals have only lim­ 
ited facilities in these two fields. 


But what's all this going to cost? The 
average cost to the taxpayers over the 
life of the 20-year bonds is 2.3 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
This indeed 
seems reasonable for providing ade­ 
quate and modern hospital facilities for 
the people of Marin. 


We therefore urge a Yes vote on 
Measure B and remind you a two-third 
vote is needed for passage.

W—A 2- 
year-old boy was plucked from 
the bottom of an 11-foot hole 
yesterday after rescue workers 
labored three anxious hours.

The one-time utility infield­ 
er with both the Philadelphia 
Phillies and Pirates was honor­ 
ed for his part in the spectacu­ 
lar rise of the 1958 Buccaneers 
from a tie for last place in 1957 
to second place. It was the Pir­ 
ates’ best finish since 1944 and 
their best in a non-war year 
since 1938.

The problem of the disap­ 
pearing police candidates got 
mixed reception last night from 
members of the San Anselmo 
City Council. 
Presented with the problem 
of having an eligibility list of 
only two men for police patrol­ 
man after taking 125 applica­ 
tions for the job, the council 
decided to send the test back 
whence it came, to state Co­ 
operative 
Personnel 
Service, 
for rescoring along lines for­ 
merly avoided by the council. 


LOWER STANDARDS 
Councilman Carleton G. E. 
Little insisted the council was 
lowering its standards by hav­ 
ing the written exams regraded 
with “adjusted scores” rather 
than the straight “raw scores” 
originally specified. 
“If out of more than 200 ap­ 
plications, we have to start ad­ 
justing scores to get five can­ 
didates, 
then 
something 
is 
wrong,” commented Mayor Ar­ 
thur W. Smith. 
Councilman Jordan L. Marti­ 
nelli Jr. agreed “there is some 
weakness in this system, but I 
don’t know just what it is.” 


WHAT HAPPENED 
The situation as presented 
by City Manager Arthur W. 
Brewer was that: 
Two hundred twelve applica­ 
tion forms were distributed. 
One hundred twenty-five ap­ 
plications were received. 
Ninety-two applications were 
accepted. 
Thirty-two took the physical 
tests, but eight failed. 
Of 24 taking the written test, 
five passed. 
Of the five, only two passed 
the oral exam. 
As for the two, Brewer said 
Police Chief Donald T. Wood 
has indicated he will refuse to 
make a choice from only the 
two men. 


TWO SURVIVORS 
The two survivors are Jesse 
VV. Meridew of San Rafael and 
Donald E. Nelson of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Brewer showed that by insis- 
tance on sticking with raw 
scores, the council had elimi- 
| nated six men who would have 
passed the written test had the 
adjusted scores been used. 
He explained that with ad­ 
justed scores the median grade 
of all candidates is adjusted to 
“70 per cent,” which is passing. 
With raw scores the actual per­ 
centages are used. 


TEST COST $125 
Brewer said the test cost the 
city about $125. 
The suggestion that the city 
send the test back for rescoring 
was made by City Atty. John 
G. Buresh, who said that if raw 
scores were not specified in the 
call for applicants “then the 
city could determine what con­ 
stituted 70 per cent.” 
Buresh 
said 
the 
council 
adopted the “raw score only” 
policy several years ago after 
a snafu in which neither can­ 
didate passed the test on a raw 
score, but one was deemed 
passing by adjusted score. 
Brewer indicated that when 
the state changes the number 
of successful candidates to 11, 


the city will have to give all 
new oral exams. 
Little asked why the council 
should take away the jobs from 
the two top men. 
INSISTS ON REASON 
“Unless there is some reason 
that can’t be stated in public 
for not hiring these two men, I 
can’t see taking in nine more 
candidates,” Little said. 
Motion to send the tests back 
to the state was made by Marti­ 
nelli and seconded by William 
Franchini. The vote was 3-1 
with Little opposing. Council­ 
man Carmel H. Booth was ab­ 
sent. 
Fresh from deciding what to 
do with the tests, the council 
was 
asked 
by 
Brewer 
and 
Buresh to change the city ordi­ 
nance 
allowing 
five 
extra 
points to California veterans 
only on civil service eligibility 
lists. 
The council unanimously ap­ 
proved Buresh’s recommenda­ 
tion that any veteran, as defin­ 
ed by federal laws, get the five 
additional points. 
Brewer said he did not know 
whether that would influence 
the ratings of the 11 patrol­ 
man candidates.

SACRAMENTO (UPD—Fewer 
persons were on California’s 
general relief rolls during Sep­ 
tember than during the pre­ 
vious month, the state Depart­ 
ment of Social Welfare said to­ 
day.

Let People Control Marin, 
Vote Yes On Measure D 


Marin's proposed county charter is 
not some radically new and untried 
form of government. More than 80 per 
cent of the population of Caliiornia live 
under charters which give them control 
of their county governments. Several 
of them have a county manager form. 
Sacramento County, for example, has 
had a county manager for 25 years. 
On the other hand, there is no other 
charter exactly like Marin s. This is be- 
cause the 15-man Board of Freeholders 
didn't just accept a “model'' charter or 
decide some other county had all the 
right answers. They fought, and we do 


m e a n fought, over practically every 
phrase that went into the final docu­ 
ment. 
And lest we forget, these 15 men and 
women, who put in 10 months of steady 
work without pay, were elected by you 
voters from a slate of 50 candidates. 


T h e y were not "hand picked." "appoint­ 
ed" or “selected." They were elected. 
What they came up with is something 
specifically designed for Marin County. 
There will be seven supervisorial dis­ 
tricts, rather than five. This spreads 
county representation more evenly. Spe­ 
cifically it would give the Novato area 
and West Marin one supervisor each, 
with Sausalito in a different district 
from Mill Valley, Corte Madera and 
Larkspur being represented by a differ­ 
ent supervisor than San Anselmo, Fair­ 
fax and Ross. San Rafael would be in 
the seventh district. This is much more 


equitable than today's uneven five dis­ 
tricts. 
There would be three new commis­ 
sions, non-paying and appointive, as the 
planning commission is today. These 
would have power to make recommen­ 
dations in the fields of parks and recre­ 
ation, civil rights, and coordination of 
county government with cities, districts 
and other agencies in Marin. 
Let’s get this one fact clear. The char­ 
ter proposition, Measure D, calls for 
election of the supervisors by voters of 
the district in which they live, not by the 
voters at large. A supervisor must be a 
resident for three years of his district 
and must remain a resident throughout 
his term of office. 
There is another proposition on the 
ballot, Measure E. This would make 
election of the supervisors by all Marin 
voters, rather than just those in the 
district. We think this would defeat the 
very idea of having seven supervisors to 
get* the county’s government closer to 
the voters. We think that Measure E 
should be defeated. 
But don't get them mixed up. Meas­ 
ure D would provide Marin with a 
strong and modern form of government 
for a growing community. It would be 
close to the people who can amend it if 
they find weak points. It is designed 
with Marin in mind. We strongly urge 
its adoption. 
Vote Yes on Measure D.

That is the rule today, although 
the airplane has done away 
with the need for the long 
waiting period. 
The colorful and exacting 
rules of the conclave would 
suggest that they were develop­ 
ed by the Church slowly over 
the centuries. 
That is not so. 
It was a group of impatient 
laymen who actually originated 
the conclave. 
In 1268, 17 cardinals met in 
Viterbo, Italy, to select a suc­ 
cessor to Pope Clement IV. For 
two and a half years they jour­ 
neyed back and forth without 
ever reaching an agreement. 
Finally, the people of Viterbo 
locked the cardinals inside the 
bishop’s palace, cut off their 
food except for bread and wa­ 
ter, and notified the cardinals 
they wouldn’t let them out un­ 
til a pope had been chosen. 
Soon a new pope was elected. 
He was Gregory X, who drew 
up the regulations that form 
the basis of the modern con­ 
clave. 
A two-thirds majority of the 
cardinals voting is necessary to 
elect a pope, but this total may 
not include a vote by the can­ 
didate for himself. In the past, 
if one man received an exact 
two-thirds majority, the tellers, 
who are cardinals picked by 
ot, had to check the signa­ 
ture on each ballot to make 
sure the pope hadn’t voted for 
himself. To do away with this 
possible situation, Pius XII has 
changed the conclave regula­ 
tions, so that now the total 
must be two-thirds plus one.
